California’s jobless sce.ne,

Publica¬ 
tion charge tor the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple Indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 


3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company": or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 


4. QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to Identify 
the person or persons with whom he is realk/ dealing. 


13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER; Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been an'/ "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 




5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 


14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided It embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may bo 
printed on the forms for Identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6 . QUESTIQN: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of tiling? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1 , 197], all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTIQN: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for tour weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clark within 30 days after completion of 
publication.

15. QUESTION: After July 1 , 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of fhe 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors la-ter use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of subsfanfial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately.

9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER; One penalty will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name. 


17. QUESTION: Where can I see the new law?

New housing .smarts in 
Californiii declined in Dt‘- 
cs-m.ber to a seasonally ad- 
jii.sted annual rale of 209,000 
units, down 14 per cent from 
the 244,000 rate of Novem¬ 
ber. 

For the year, now starts 
totaled 253,000 — up less 
than 2 per cent from the 
1971 total — a,nd far few¬ 
er than the 11 per cent in¬ 
crease in building permits. 

"This wcnild Indicate eith¬ 
er a backlog of permits to 
stimulate construction in the 
months ahead or that many 
irormits is.sued in 1972 will 
not bo used beca'usc of .new 
laws and regulations. It is 
felt that mriTty of the new 
permits would not result in 
rvew (xinstruction. 

The economists forecast 
new starts In California of 
about 200,000 units in 1973, 
dow.n about 20 per cent from 
the 1972 totals. This level of 
new construction, the econo- 
mi.sts estimated, would meet 
the market demand for new 
units in California.

The People Must Know 


Pre-School Class 
Opens At PCC 


In the context of current court efforts to force news¬ 
paper reporters to reveal the sources of their informa¬ 
tion, it seems appropriate to recall Thomas Jeffrson’s 
famous assessment of the Foui'th Estate. On January 
16, 1787 ho said; 

“. . . . were it left to me to decide whether we should 
have a government without newspapers or newspapers 
without a government, I should not hesitate a moment 
to prefer the latter.” 

Jefferson, of course, was not arguing for an anarchic 
nation, nor was he advocating an anarchic press. He 
was, we have to believe, stressing the essentiality of a 
truly free press ... a press that can probe and report 
the activities of the public, of the world of business, of 
governments in the light of the public interest. The 
great antidote to anarchy and to despotism alike is an 
informed public. 

Jefferson did not see freedom of the press as free¬ 
dom from all restraints, but rather as freedom to carry 
out decently, diligently and fully its responsibilities to 
the pcKjplfe. 

Becoming a newspaperman does not miraculously 
make a man decent or trustworthy, any more than does 
election to office, although we like to think it may some¬ 
times help. There are boundaries that must be respected, 
punishments for their disrespect. 

The privilege of protecting news sources carries with 
it a very large responsibility not to use its fraudu¬ 
lently but intelligently and in high principle as a means 
of providing information essential to the public. 

To jeopardize that privilege would not destroy the 
newspaper Industry, but it would be a significant dimi¬ 
nution of the public’s right to know. 

NAPOLEON, OHIO, NORTHWEST-SIGNAL: “What 
makes lemming-like candidates run? Do all of them think 
they are responding to a call from the people? ... It 
would be nice to learn that most candidates are moti¬ 
vated by good and noble purposes: to serve their fellow 
citizens, to popularize a point of view, to improve the 
quality of government. And, to be sure, some do have 
such alturistic aims. Yet the fact remains that the chief 
motivation for most candidates, even the apparent al- 
turists, is far less lofty — a unique mixture of ambition 
and ego almost' beyond the understanding of outsiders.”

Hie Lot AngelOT county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive wedB in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
dd certificate. 


A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
udiom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 


The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper. 


New Law in effect: 


A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
del* of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
cowty clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 


The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
efiect July 1, IWl, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
Ihe filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals.

Even the city school sys¬ 
tem finds itself in the em¬ 
barrassing position of hav¬ 
ing to admit that for once 
they don’t ,need more money. 
According to the January 18 
edition of the Los Angeles 
Times: “The Los Angeles 
City School District coffers 
are bulging for the first 
time in many years and the 
25 candidates (for the Board 
of Educationl will not be 
■bemoaning the latest finan¬ 
cial crisis for a cha.nge.” 

All this seems to fall into 
a familiar pattern. When¬ 
ever bu.dget time rolls 
around, our taxing agencies 
put on their costumes, roll 
their eyes, and moan that 
unless something is done, 
they’re going to go broke. 
Yet every year, they seem to 
fi.nd enough money to end 
up in the 'black. The whole 
thing reminds me of the old 
“serials” with the heroine 
tied to the train tracks and 
an onrushi.ng locomotive just 
around the bend, J’lust when 
it looks like the end, the 
hero rushes onto the scene 
and disaster is averted in 
the nick of time. 

Tlic reason all this sounds 
like a bad scenario from an 
old movie is that i went 
though all these scenes in 
the Proposition 14 campaign. 

When my Amend me,nt 
qualified for the ballot in 
February, 1972, my efforts 
were regarded with an an¬ 
guished howl from almost 
all the governmental agen¬ 
cies who derive their liveli¬ 
hood from t.axpayers’ money. 

I was immediately cast in 
the role of villain, and “Sac¬

which was about to befall 
California if the Watson 
Amendment passed into law. 

The first group to take the 
center of the stage was the 
education lobby. 'They .shook 
their fists and cried that 
school would be short¬ 
changed. They insisted that 
student enrollment state - 
wide was ex,pectod to reach 
4 million 680 thous.and, and 
using these figures were 
able to project a $300 mil¬ 
lion deficit if Proposition 14 
passed. 

After all this sound and 
fury, and an “Oscar” win¬ 
ning performance, school of¬ 
ficials a,nnouncod quietly 
and meekly on January 15, 
this year that state-wide en¬ 
rollment figures would d e - 
crease for the second 
strai.ght year; a drop of 304 
thousand. Using that 304 
thousand enrollment drop, 
something else very interes¬ 
ting occurs: the $300 millioi’ 
deficit they predicted for the 
Watson Amendment dusap- 
pears. 

The next group to take the 
stage were legislators and 
Sacramento burea u cr a t s. 
Legislative analyst A. Alan 
Post supplied the dialogue 
and wrote the script. It said, 
in short, that California 
would Come up short by 
about a billion dollars if 
Proposition 14 passed. The 
act was .so successful that 
Sacarmento decided to put 
the show on the road In or¬ 
der to inform the people of 
the great calamity which 
would befall if they voted 
for the Watson Amendment. 
So out they came. 'Tney 
cursed, they screamed, and 
warned of the calamity. The 
state was tied to the train 
tracks and Prposition 14 
was likened to a locomotive 
coming ’round the bend. 

Now that the smoke has 
cleared, it appears that 
things are not as bad as we 
thou gh, t. It looks as 
though we’ve been snatched 
from the brink of disaster 
again, and that the day of 
apocalyptic financial dis - 
aster has been put off again. 

We bave a billion dollar 
surplus a.r.'d everybody is 
trying to figure out what to 
do with all that money. But 
just wait. Somehow they’ll 
figure out how to spend it, 
and next year about this 
time, the “Strolling Play¬ 
ers” from Sacramento will 
be out again with news of 
a ,new revenue gap. They’ll 
put on their makeup again, 
and then: lights, camera, 
action.

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9,500 Aerospace - Defense 
Unemployed Get New Jobs 


Foundation Talk Descanso Feb. 14 


In less thp.n two years, 
over 9,500 engineers, scien¬ 
tists and technicians in Cali- 
tornia who lost their jobs 
in the aerospace or defense 
industries have moved into 
new jobs through efforts of 
the Eiepartment of Human 
Resources Development, a 
senior Reagan Administra¬ 
tion official said today. 

Siguard I. Hansen, HRD’s 
director, said that the 9,5661 
who got new jobs through 
the end of 1972 represented 
“an impressive 58 per cent” 
of the 16,488 highly-trained 
people who had registered 
with IIRD since May, 1971. 

Hansen noted that 2,592 
cnrollees were idaced direct¬ 
ly into jo’bs tiirough a pro¬ 
gram administered by HRD 
and 6,969 became employed 
again as a result of various 
other types of Departmetit 
a.ssistance. 

“We are heartened by the 
progress being made as our 
efforts to assist these dis- 
placed professionals has

tinning efforts.” 

He also reported that “the 
future employment outlook 
for engineers, scientists and 
technicians look promising” 
and that "job placements 
are now exceeding job ap¬ 
plications among these pro¬ 
fessionals.” 

Hansen pointed out that 
California’s economy was- 
first affected by reduced de¬ 
fense and space-related 
spending five years ago, as 
illustrated by the reduced 
employment in aerospace. 
He -said that from a peak 
of 616,200 in December, 1967 
(approximately 12 per c^ent 
were engineers and .scien¬ 
tists), aerospace jobs in the 
.State declined steadily to 
434,000 in the summer of 
1971. Since then, there has 
-Ireen a steady rise to the 
present figure of 466,000. 

“I think the aercespace in- 
d.ustry slump is over a.ncl 
that we are going to see a 
steady revival in this area,” 
Hansen said. “The end of 
the war in Vietnam should 
mean that morp funds will 
now become ava’able for 
highly complex equipment 
and re.search — and this is 
where California is especial¬ 
ly strong.” 

HRiys job-finding efforts, 
funded by the Department 
of Labor, include .providing 
eligible applicants with fi¬ 
nancial assistance to travel 
to job interviews outside 
their home areas; paying 
moving expen.ses when they 
get a job beyond normal 
commuting range; reimbur¬ 
sing employers for on-the- 
jo-b clas.sroom training costs 
when the added training in¬ 
sures employment; and pro¬ 
viding orientation and Job 
development services. 

Seventeen HRD offices in 
areas hardest hit by th<‘ 
aeraspace defense downtuiT 
have special units that ad- 
mini-ster the job search pro¬ 
gram. All other field offices 
of HRD can provide the 
neces.sary information to in¬ 
terested applicants.

The Soviets have their eye

.sia.n chrome ore and South 
African gold (80 per cent of 
the world’s production).

According to “The Fore¬ 
caster” of September 3, 1972,

f<‘rior Ru.ssian chrome ore 
was contiruially being .ped¬ 
dled at prices 200 to .300 per 
cent and sometimes ovo.n 
higher for U.S. dollars. This 
little tactic alone helped 
the Soviets gain scarce dol¬ 
lars, and .added to the U.S. 
dollar drain, the U.S. bal¬ 
ance of payments deficit. 
The Soviets got the UN to 
do th-3 dlrly work with the 
blockade. The Soviets got t ' 
peddle inferioi chrome ore 
at fantastic prices to their 
enemy (the USA) for .scarce 
currency. 'They f ,u r t h e r 
weakened their enemy by 
weakening it.s monetary pos¬ 
ture and draining its mone¬ 
tary strength. They moved 
to expand their foothold on 
the big continent in Africa. 
There were only two major 
producere of chrome ore in 
the world, Rhodesia and the 
Soviet Union, and the So¬ 
viets had succeeded bril- 
liantlv in i.solating the com¬ 
petition. The USA Itself, 
which demand c d great 
quantities of chrome ore and 
refined chrome, found itself 
paying through the nose for 
this product to its enemy 
(with Congressional ap¬ 
proval). The USA is not self- 
sufficient in chrome ore pro¬ 
duction and must depend on 
the outside world for around 
90 per cent of the chrome it 
needs. That means that, in 
(he event of the outbreak of 
war, the USA would be de¬ 
pendent .upon its greatest 
enemy, the Soviet Union, for 
a strategic war material!” 

No war can be fought 
without chrome and gold.
